For the object of bail 1* 
to srr»r« the appearance nf the prisoner nt 
Court, and if the bail i* mffir'utt, a* tbe Court 
admitltd Mat it was, the Court hfi* no power to 
refuse U. 


I hav» no recollection that the Clerk sug- 


grettri to me that I could go before the Com- 
missioner, nuil I am confident he did not, tho' 
th« Marshal did. 
But as I had gone to tbe 


plncc t* which I wa* directed by the Marshal 
to go, tnghe bail, and had boon repulsed, I 
ilid not think it was my business to run around 
nfte'r Slnrr-entchlnn Commissioner*, begging 
them to bail me, iu order to keep me out of jail.

and tlii* Slave-catching Administration seem 
to upprecintu his character and services, and 
to rejoice in such a pliant judge to carry out 
its kidnapping scheme*.

disposition i* present, it require* little law, 


or bruin* to make a good slave-catching 
. All thnt i* neceuary, U, sufficient in- 


telligence to comprehend liis masters' demand* 
and a readiness to do all tho work required of 
him. Fortunately, tbe business of kidnapping 
our people, ami of harrassing, prosecuting and 
imprisoning those who sympathize with fugi- 
tives from Shivery, has, by long practice, be- 
come so familiar to U. S. Judge* and their offi- 
cers, thnt tho smnllett modicum of brain* en- 
ables them, with persevering study, to under- 
stand it, uml, as they are the creatures, by ap- 
pointment, of tbe Slave Power, the current of 
their judicial actt cannot be expected to rise 
above thu fountain. Slavery made these judg- 
es, nnd they but obey tho law of their creation. 
Slavery is absolute tyranny. What, then, but 
tjninur can be expected ofthe Judge* who 
owe their elevation to tho Slave Power? 


Extent mf the Decl»l*M. 


The effect of the Decision of the Supreme 


Court of the State, that tho Fugitive Act of 1850 
1* unconstitutional, i* to render void all proceed 
ing« under that Act. For an act, whether of 
Congress or of this State, if pronounced uncon- 
stitutional by the highest judicial tribunal of 
the State, can have no binding force or effect, 
within the limits ofthe State. And all attempts 
to enforce such an unconititutional law, I* an 
nsult to, and an attempted tubvertion of, the 
Sovereignty ofthe State. The question it dis- 
tinctly raised by the ittue now presented, 
whether Wisconsin i* a State Sovereignty and 
has any State rights. Whether tbe Kidnapping 
act of 1800, is to over-ride the Conititution of 
this State and of the United State*, and strike 
lown the liberties of the people—whether in 
fact, Liberty, the Conttitution, or State Ju- 
diciary, and all the eld land mark* and guaran- 
ties of freodora, are to be overthrown, for tbe 
jurposo of upholding and facilitating the busi- 
ness of slsvo-catchlng, and of making Slavery 
the Supreme Law of the land. 


We have applied to the Supreme Court at 


Madlion, for a writ of haltat corptu, on tbe 
{[round of Illegal imprlionment, and oikiog to 
»e heard before that Court. We know not what 
order tho Court will make, but if tbe Court 
grant* the writ, we shall see whether the au- 
thority of this State I* a nullity, or whether the 
District Judge can luccettfully retiit a writ of 
the Supreme Court of thi* State. 


An Important Oeruion.—The decision ofthe 


ioftfliw corpus cose, as It is called, wa* announced 
In the Supreme Court thl* morning. We were 
not present, but understand that each of the 
|mlg«s delivered written opinion*. Chief Jus- 
tice Wbiton delivered tbe opinion of tbe ma- 
jority nf the court, which *u*talned the deci- 
sion of Judge Smith on a former occasion. The 
opinion was able, dignified, and clear, and bold* 
that the Fugitive Slave Act I* unconstitutional 
in several particular*, which were ably demon- 
strated. From this opinion Judge Crawford 
dissented. This is a decision of vast importance. 
Thnt the court will be sustained by the people 
of this State, no one can doubt; and that it 
ought to be (attained In all court*, and In all 
State*, teem* to u* clear. But we have BO 
time for comment*, nor do we feel competent 
to make any. The decision will soon be pub- 
lished, when all can read and Judge or it* 
merit*.—Madtio* Jour.

THE SAPPHIRE CAVE.— At the louthern 


entrance of the Bay of Naples, in the limestone 
of the Island of Capri, this eave baa recently 
been discovered. The Saphlre grot I* one of the 
mo*t beautiful ebject* of nature, and perfectly 
unique. At tbe base of a steep cliff which dip* 
from a great height Into the tea, a semi-circular 
opening appears above the edge of the water In 
shape resembling the mouth of an oven, and not 
much exceeding it ID site. Wben the leal* calm, 
the visitor approaches it In a small skin*, and 
stooping below It* *iden, is pushed under the 
opening by the guidea. He thus enter* a cavern 
of considerable dimensions, the roof (panning 
like a dome a placid expanse of water of the 
deepest azure blue; the sides and roof also pre- 
senting a rich blue eolor, which ha* given it tbe 
name of the sapphire grot. 
The cause of the 


beautiful blue light I* thus accounted for by Dr. 
Hogg: " The entrance in tbe top of a subaque- 
ous arch, springing up from the sea on one side, 
and out of the ledge of rock on the other.— 
Tbui, the interior is illuminated by ray* pas- 
sing throogh the blue water* of tbe surround- 
ing ocean, which diffuse a rich color over the 
wall* and roof of this singular cavern, which 
i* illuminated by the shadow of the boat beinf 
thrown en the roof."

It teem* that 
Sheae arm* have been recently found—not the 
veritable originals belonging to this paticnlar 
statue, but a copy with heir arm* in their 
right place, which baa just been exhumed from 
he trenches of Borne. The Vena* of theLou- 
rre 1* nearly seven feet high. The copy jut 
found is of reduced sixe, being front four and 
i half to t)vefe«t long.
